Statement of Kim Kei Sen (A> 7B 1), Korean, who was deported 
to Korean on Janurry 2, 1934. ‘ 


During my stay et No. 310 Rue Bourgeat with Ih Kei Ling 
(@ #. FR), 42, from May to December, 1932, Oak Sing Bim 
became acquainted with me. He knew that I dealt in drugs so he 
often asked me to do business with him. Since my removal 


to No. 153 Rue Marcel Tillot in January,1933, Oak Sing Bim 


visited me frequently. During the course of his visits in 
November,1933, ne informed me that a certain foreign officer 

of the French Police would Like to invest money in some business, 
so Oak and I met several times during the month to discuss the 
est-blishment of a morphine factory. Oak, the foreigner and 

I were to invest $1,000.00 each. In the beginning of December, 
19353, I met the foreigner once in a house on Rue Tenant de la 
Tour and on this occasion Oak spoke with the foreigner who | 
agreed to furnish a sum of $1,000.00. Later Oak told me that 

his (Osk's) share of $1,000.00 will also be paid by this 

foreigner. \s I do not understand his language I did not speak 

with the foreigner. I do not know his name except that he is 

an employee of the French Police. On or about December 11, 1933, 

Oak Sing Bim, Ko Shu Sen and I, afer visiting several premises, 
decided to rent a house at No. 7 Pih Loh Faung -# 9 2S), Route 
Pichon, which was to have been occupied on December 16, but 

owing to a delsy in the installation of the electric lights 

the removal did not take place. On the morning of December 18, 

1933, I received a telenhone call from Oek Sing Bim inquiring 

about the furniture for the house. I asked him when he coulda 

bring the money and in reply he said that he would call on the 
foreigner. At about 6.30 pem. on the — Gay, Oak wien’ to my 
house and handed me $1,100 saying that this sum was the foreigner's 
investment in our business. - Oak said that he would retain $50.00 


as removal expenses. Oak also asked me to supply him with an 


ounce of morphine. He then went downstairs to use the telephone, - 


but as he received no reply he left my house informing Ko Shu 


€ 2 ) 
Sen that he would return next day for the morphine because 
he would be busy that night. Soon after this, I heard 
pistol shots. I did not know that Oak would visit me ma 
the night of December 18 because we haa mede no appointment. 
I do not know who the murderer or mrderers of Oak Sing Bim 
mey be. 

At the French Police Station, I was informed by Oak's son 
that a foreigner called on Oak Sing Bim at about 2.30 peme 
December 18 and handed him 2 sum of money and that Oak left 
his nome at 5.30 pem. ina hurry saying that he was busy. 

On December 17, 1933, whilst I was returning from a visit 
to one Wei Gee “? v%%) at Chiu Mow Dien Qt Bite, Nantao, 
= number of Chinese loafers stopped me and searched my person 
for ovium. I think they did tnis upon instructions from one 
Li Voong Noo (4 JL #2), who is a brother of Wei Gee ond resides 
in Pao Hung Li off Avenue Joffre. In November, 1933, Li 
Voong Noo received a quantity of heroin from Ih Kei Ling for 
sale but Li refused to nay. After this Li ena Ih were @n bad 
terms. Li also became unfriendly with me because Ih Kei Ling 
was in close touch with me. I do not know whether the two 
visitors to my — prior to the visit of Oak Sing Bim on the 
night of December 18 had any connection with Li Voong Noo. 

I was told that some years ego Ih Kei Ling and An Kyo Kon 
CE BR), Korean, had defrauded a Cantonese of several 
thousand dollars by proposing to him the estszblishment of 2 
geamblins; den in the vicinity of the Great World *“misement 
Resort. Ih Kei Ling and An Kyo Kon had a dispute over the 
division of the money but they continued their relations 
until May, 1932, wren An Kyo Kon disappeared after the Hongkew 
Park Bomb Outrage in April, 1932. During my Stay with Ih Kei 
Ling, he used to inform me that he would establish a morphane 
factory if An Kyo Kon would provide the funds but nothing was 


done. An Kyo Kon used to keep in touch with prominent members 


of the Korean Independence Party and it seems to me that he 


was not in favour of Oakts joining the French Police.

I have passed a copy of attached report by 
Des. Kim to Mr. Sarly, ¥rench Police, for what it 
is worth. 

‘ Para. e Kim cannot give even an approximate 
date of this visit to Nanchang. Chiang Kai-shek 
has not been in Nanchang for the past four weeks 
and such an invitation would be contrary to his 
policye 
Parae 4. The Chinese authorities are not likely 
to admit this. It would be more correct to say 
that these Korean radicals have moved to Nantao 
to put extradition agifficulties in the way of the 
Japanese Consular people. ‘the French Police know 
nothing of a plot to assassinate the Consul-General 
for irance and Comdt fabre, although the latter has 
been the recipient of several threatening letters. 

No mention is made by Kim that an officer of 
the French Police (Marmorat) has had to resign as a 
result of drug deals in which Oak and other Koreans were

aa The statements made by two Koreans in custody 
«SS Japanese Consulate are very unsatisfactory as 
detail, especially the origin and ownership of the various 
sums of money mentioned, is very much lacking, and would 
seem to indicate that the copies which the Japanese Consular 
officials were good enough to give us were either abridged. 
editions or cooked. 

Phat the motive for Oak's murder was political 
is doubtful when it is reckoned that the French Political
